Dur- 
ing the absence of a farmer named Verbe 
and his family his barn was discovered 
to be on flre by Mrs. Joseph Novotny 
and Mrs. John Louvar, neighbors of the 
Verb as. They arrived on the scene to 
find the barn and granary consumed and 
the bones of a horse and forty-five head 
ol cattle »nd hogs smoking in the ruins. 
Hastening to the house, which was also 
on flre, they were met by a farm hand 
named Martin Soukup, and when they at- 
tempted to enter he struck them both 
down with an axe, crushing iu their 
heads. 


By this time other neighbors arrived, 


and an effort was 
made to 
capture 


Soukup, who fled up-stuirs, and, axe in 
hand, threatened to kill any who ap- 
proached. Clay Bowerson, Ed Thomas 
and Will Crowell, young men of 
the 


neighborhood, alter a severe struggle, 
mastered the murderer and he was taken 
to the Shueyvllle school-house, 
bound 


and guarded until yesterday, when fears 
of lynching Induced the ofllcers to re- 
move the prisoner to Iowa City. Soukup 
Is about fifty years of age and was a 
former resident of 
Sliuoyville. About 


lour years ago he was struck by light- 
ning and has never Inlly recovered from 
Its effects, 
He was not considered dan- 


gerous excepting when under the in- 
fluence ol liquor. 
He was drunk when 


the crime was committed. 


There was not the slightest cause for 


the Incendiarism and murder, as his re- 
lations with all the parties had been 
pleasant. The two women are still alive 
but can not recover.
